Two Young Theological Students Com- 
mit Suicide by Agreement. 


GHASTLY DEED OF THE YOUNG ST. 
LOUISAN AND HIS COMPANION. 


Isidor F. Frauenthal of: This City and 
Ernst Sallinger Die by Their Own Hands 
in a Cincinnati Boarding-House—Cause 
ofthe Act-—Frauenthal’s Father Pros- 
trated by the News. 


OINCINNATI, March 4.—Perhaps the most re- 
markable suicide in local tragedy annals was 
that which took place at about 1 o’clock this 
morning at a boarding house at 
Fourteenth and Race streets. Two young 
students at the Hebrew Union College for the 
Jewish ministry, apparently with great de- 
liberation and coolness, ended their lives 
with pistol shots fired by their own hands 
from the same weapon. The two suicides 
were Isidor Frauenthal, aged 21, who came 
here from 8st. Louis, and Ernst Sallinger, 
aged 20 years, whose parents reside in Phila- 
delphia. The following letter, which was 
60 placed in the fatal chamber that it 
would readily be found, itself represents a 
remarkable feature of the horrible affair: 
CINCINNATI, March 3, 1891. 
Mr. Max Schottenfels: . 

In view of our approaching separation from you, we 
deem it advisable to ask as a slight favor that you 
notify our dear families as delicately as possible of 
Ms will soon have occurred.

Extracts from Sallinger’s diary show that 
he had long been a sufferer from disease and 
cared to live no longer. So great was Frauen- 
thal’s attachment to him that both resolved 
to die together. It was also said that both 
young men has been practicing hyp- 
notism, and it may be they 
had thus become deranged. The 
bodies were taken tothe morgue, but later 
taken in charge by the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege. The relatives of the young menin St.. 
Louis and Chicago have not yet been heard 
from. 

YOUNG FRAUENTHAL’S HISTORY. 

Isidor F. Frauenthal, whose suicide is re- 
ferred to in the above telegram, was 18 years 
of age, and his parents reside at No. 1512 La- 
fayette avenue, thiscity. He had been at- 
. tending the Union Hebrew Seminary of The- 
olog at Oincinnati since Sept. 1, last. 
The boy was widely known in this city and 
was considered to have exceptional intelli- 
gence and learning for oneof hisage. He 
was a protege of Dr. Sonneschein, who re- 
garded him as a future shining light in the 
Jewish pulpit. Young Frauenthal attended 
the Peabody School of this city, and after- 
wards was privately instructed by Dr. Son- 
neschein. The latter advantage enabled 
him to pass an examination ~ in 
the High School, With this showing 
he went to neg ey ne one in acai the theo- 
logical seminary to fin is Ss ° 

uring his entire boy he naa Been of 
an exceedingly studious disposition, the se- 
vere confinement and close application to his 
books noticeably affecting his physical 
health. Through his studious application,he 
became a most thorough scholar in English, 
German and Hebrew, notwithstanding his 
extreme youth. He is said to 
have especially excelled in the 
ast tained, gg tee | learned men of 
his race by his knowledge of the language. 
It had always been his expressed desire to 
enter the ministry, and his wish was grati- 
fied by his brothers and father, who regarded 
him with very deep affection. 

A REASON WANTING. 

Notwithstanding the boy’s studious ways, 
he was always cheerful. Among his ac- 
quaintances he was a social favorite, although 
of a retirin disposition. What could 
have induce him to have committed 
suicide is a mystery to all of 
his acquaintances and even tohis family. 
It was the evident desire ofthe college 
authorities and Cincinnati friendsto break 
the news to the boy’s family gently, as they

From a friend who resides in the immediate 
neighborhood ‘of the Frauenthals it was 
learned that the deceased was exconsaey 
proud of his learning and _ ability, 
and while studying in this city the 
least word from his teachers would bring on 
a fit of melancholia which would sometimes 
last for days atatime. But heretofore he is 
said to have came out of these discourage- 
ments more determined than ever to succeed, 
and would apply himself to his books -with 
even greater vigor than before.

LYING ON SICK BEDS 


Members Cast Their Votes for Senator 
at Springfield, Ill. 


STREETER STARTS IN WITH 96 AND 
SUBSEQUENTLY GAINS 1. 


The Contest Still On—Republicans and F. 
M. B. A. Men Force an Adjourment— 


‘The Legislatures—Blaine and Alger— 
General Politieal News in Various 


States. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 4.—Mr. Cockrell’s 
demand that the Republicans must vote sol- 
idly for Streeter or suffer defeat, can be con- 
strued in no other way than that he intends 
to vote for’ Gen. Palmer ifa decision is not 
reached in the near future. Mr. Cock- 
rell always puts his demands in terms 
that cannot be misunderstood, when 
he has fully made up his mind. 
Mr. Rawand, who was  unmercifully 
lectured because of his absence yesterday 
by members of the Democratic Steering Com- 
mittee, arrived in the city shortly after the 
joint assembly adjourned. 

The peculiar part of the crisis that Is 
now apparently at hand, is the fact that 
Charles B. Farwell’s term expires at 
noon to-day. This, together with Mr. Cock- 
rell’s disaffection with the combination with 
the Republicans, and Dr. Moore’s expressed 
disgust, promises to bring forth most inter- 
esting results. Thelossin Streeter’s voting 
strength yesterday caused the two F. M. B. 
A. men to demand that the Republicans make 
an immediate choice. ‘‘Long’’ Jones and 
Mr. Cockrell came near having a personal 
encounter after adjournment. Jones worked 
hard yesterday for the success of Streeter, Dut 
he and his machine were repulsed at every 
charge, leaving their forces more than ever 
disorganized. Jones demanded that the Re- 
publicans vote for Streeter because the latter 
had promised to bea good Republican, but 
this demand seemed to do little good. 

Last night Jones and other Republican 
workers were doing their utmost to bring 
their members into line. If Streeter is not 
elected to-day Gen. Palmer will most surely 
be, unless the Republicans. discover among 
their ranks some reorganizing general who has 
heretofore kept in the background. The 
whole force possessed by the organized Re- 
publican party is brought to bear upon the 
recalcitrant Republicans, but even among 
this force itis doubted if the pressure will 
have the desired effect. This feeling is caused 
more or less by the remark made by Mr. 
Cockrell yesterday, that the Republi- 
cans who deserted Mr. Streeter yesterday 
acted in bad faith in voting for him. 
The F. M. B. A. members now realize 
that the Republicans have been playing with 
them to gain time. The Republicans saw yes- 
terday afternoon that they were discov- 
ered and called a meeting of the steering 
committee, at which the F. M. B. A. mem- 
bers were all present. It was at this meeting 
that Mr. Cockrell, acting as spokesman of the 
occasion, said that the Republicans were act- 
ing in bad faith. Mr. Cockrell re- 
minded the Bepublicans that they (the 
F.-M.ox B. A. men, 
quorum when Republicans..were absent 
and otherwise Kepttheir promises. The Re- 
publican Committee were therefore served 
with a notice that unless Mr. Streeter was 
elected in the immediate future he would de- 
sertthem. The ‘‘Big Three’’ said that in 
case their demands were not complied with 
they would elect a Senator, mot, however, 
saying who it would be. Asa result of this 
very plain talk the Steering Committee got to 
work, the first thing to be done being the 
calling of the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee, to secure from 
that body an indorsement of the 
support of Streeter. dhis move will proba- 
bly put the crisis off at least one day, as the 
committee will meet in this city this evening, 
in answer to appealing telegrams from the 
steering committee. Senators Evans and 
Crawford and Representatives Hutchings and 
Chott assert that they will under ho circum- 
stances or conditions vote for Streeter. 

The House met at 11:30 this morning, the 
Democrats wearing white or red roses sent 
from the Iroquois Club of Chicago. Mr. Merritt 
of Sangamon introduced a resolution in mem- 
ory of the late Judge Casey, an ex-member 
of the House, which was adopted by a rising 
vote. The same gentieman introduced a res- 
olution for a constitutional amendment, the 
purpose of which is to wipe out the ac- 
cumulative system of electing mem- 
bers of the Legislature in § Illinois. 
Mr. Dixon of Lee had the Senate 
Sherman resolution brought up and con- 
curred in by a rising vote. 

When the joint assembly convened there 
were no absentees on the call of the 136th vote 
for United States Senator, but Representatives 
Lyman of Cook, Stringer and Spellman, Dem- 
ocrats, and Senator Ferguson and Repre- 
sentative Spellman, Republicans, were quite 
il apd were lying on couches on the floor of 
the House, attended by their physicians.

LirTte Rock, Ark., March 4.—The bill 
authorizing the lessees of the penitentiary to 
bring convicts from the variotis counties to 
the prison and providing that the lessees 
shall pay the salary of the inspector of the 
penitentiary was defeated in the House yes- 
terday by a unanimous vote.

At present the law provides that 
the State shall pay the salary of the inspec- 
tor, and that the lessees shall pay the expen- 
ses of the Sheriffs who convey the 
prisoners to the pen, the law  reg- 
ulating the per diem and mileage of the offi- 
cers.

Sparks’ Bill Providing a Constitutional 
Convention Killed in the Senate. 


ANOTHER AND SIMILAR MEASURE PRE- 
PARED BY SENATOR MAJORS. 


St. Louis Faring Well in the Way on 
Legislation—Favorable Report on the 
Stone Boulevard Bill—Meat-Shop In- 
spection — News From the Missouri 
Legislature. 


JEFFERSON C1ry, Mo., March 4.--The Senate 
took up the Sparks Constitutional Convention 
bill, which it debated to such.extent yester- 
day and sent it to third rgading without the 
change of aword. The servatism of the 
Senate cropped out when the clerk began to 
call the roll on the passage of the 
billand the Senators’ who had been on the 
fence looked at one another and then voted 
‘*‘No.’’ The vote on the passage of the bill 
stood: Yeas, 14; nays, 16; and the bill was 
lost. Those who favor a _ Constitu- 
tional Convention do not intend to 
let the matter rest . where it is. 
Senators Majors has a concurrent resolution 
proposing the same thingas the Sparks bill 
that will come up for action, and it is much 
mor- than probable that the House 
will pass an act providing for the con- 
vention, and ft will come before the 
Senate in that form. The Senate 
endeavored to kill the weekly payment Dill 
this morning, but failed to do so, although 
Senator McGinnis madea very bitter speech 
against the Dill. i 

The bill came beforethe House upon an 
adverse report by the Committee 
on Labor and an effort was 
made to indefinitely postpone it. 
This was voted down, however, and the bill 
was allowed to stand without action. 

Farris of Pemiscot, a faceteous young mem- 

ber, introduced a long resolution, sparkling 
with adjectives, in the House this morning 
congratulating the people 
country at large upon the 
the **Reed Congress.’’ 
Republican contingent at once rushed for its 
arms and formed a hollow square. After the 
House had tired of political oratory it forced 
the matter to a vote and tabled the reso- 
lution. 

Coots of Platte introduced a resolution 
this morning authorizing the Governor 
to receive for the State the $643,950 
to be refunded Missouri by the general 
government for the direct tax levied for 
purposes of war. 

The House this morning passed the ap- 
priation bill giving the asylumsofthe State 
$574,000 of which the St. Louis Insane Asylum 
receives $85,000. 

The House Committee oh Criminal Juris- 
prudence this morning reported the Stone 
pool-room bill favorably, and made an ad- 
verse report on Parker’s bill providing fora 
State Inspector of Boilers. 

THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 

The Senate yesterday afternoon expended a 
large amount of bulk eloguence in discussing 
the Sparks bill providing fora constitutional 
convention; but e¢éloguence is a thing 
that the Senate has plenty of, 
and the presént Législature. intends 
to sumbit the question of holdinga constitu- 
tional convention. The farmers have always 
shown a disposition to support the old con- 
stitution, but in this, the ‘*Farmer’’ Legis- 
lature, the feeling is different. There isa 
general feeling among the Al- 
liance men in favor of a change, 
They want new things, and they have about 
concluded that among other new things they 
wanta new constitution. There has been 
some doubt expressed about the House’s ac- 
tion in the matter, but it looks as if the 
House will, when the time comes, show a 
greater willingness toactinthe matter than 
even the Senate. The Senate yesterday post- 
poned indefinitely the preambie to the 
Sparks bill, which was ofa bright red color, 
charging in all sorts of bright colored 
adjectives all sorts of faults and crimes 
against the present constitution, and ending 
by asserting that it was time for the people 
to again controlthe State. Although all this 
was knocked out of the bill, the fact that it 
was there is an indication of the feeling on 
the subject. 

LEGISLATION AFFECTING 8ST. LOUIS. 

St. Louis Is faring pretty well atthe hands 
ofthe farmers. There has been since the 
trip of the Legislature to the Sherman funeral 
less indication of fll feeling against the city, 
and St. Louls bills, backed by the work of 
the delegation, fare as well as any other 
measure in the fight for the right of way. 
The House Committee on Municipal Corpora- 
tion s considered Senator Sstone’s boule- 
vard bill last evening. City Coun- 
selor Bell, Attorney Bob Goode, Sena-

MEAT INSPECTION. ® 

Meat Inspector C. Brokate, Louis Ost, Pres- 
ident of the Butchers’ Union, and Al Kraeger, 
President of Branch Union No, 2, appeared 
before the House Committee on Municipal 
Corporations last evening in favor of the meat 
inspection bill. Representative 
fought the bill, and finally secured the adop- 
tion ofanamendment making it applicable 
only to cities. of over 800,000 inhabitants.

Henry Cantwell sued John M. Sellers, L. J.

Duffy and Charles Sutter, Directors of the 
Pilot Mining Co., foranitnjunetion. He seeks

‘AT FEVER HEAT. 


The Excitement in Canada Over the Pare 
liamentary Elections To-Morrow. 


WHAT THE CONSERVATIVES WILL DO IN 
THE EVENT OF DEFEAT. 


Premier Macdonald’s Scheme to Retain the 
Government—Alleged Bargain With 
the Canadian Pacific Railway on the 
Matter of Indebtedness—The Issues In- 
volved. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 4.—The greatest 
excitement prevails from one end of the 
Dominion to the other in anticipation of to- 


morrow’s parliamentary elections. The very 
evident anxiety of the Government adds 
weight to the reports which are coming in of 
a& reaction in favor of the Liberals within the 
past three days. Minister of Finance Foster, 
who at the time of the dissolution declared 
thatthe Government would be returned by 
an increased majority, now saéys that it will 
be reduced fifteen at least. The correspond- 
ent is informed on the most reliable authority 
that should there be a small Liberal majority 
elected at the polls on Thursday, 
Sir John Macdonald will not accept — 
it as a defeat, but will at once send dele 
to Washington, as promised in his mani 
to open negotiations with the United 
in the direction of reciprocity in one form or 
another before Parliament is called together 
in May, inthe hope that, by having some- 
thing tangible to lay before the House, he 
may recapture enough votes in Parliament to 
enable him to carry on his government. The 
length to which Sir John would be prepared 
to go would depend upon the amount of sup- 
port the candidates favoring unrestricted 
reciprocity receive at the polls. Should the 
Liberals be returned with a majority of 
five or six, as is now believed will 
be the case, Sir John will 
throw the manufacturers over and go to 
Washington prepared to offer reciprocity in 
its fullest sense. It will be remembered that 
as yet neither Sir John Macdonald nor any 
member of his cabinet has committed him- 
self toa definition of what measure of reci- 
procity they would proposeif elected. On 
this point the Liberals have endeavored to 
draw Sir John out, but without avail. He has 
condemned unrestricted reciprocity in its 
literal sense, although, if necessity demands 
it, he could justify any modification of the 
position he has taken on the ground that by 
so doing he wascarrying out the verdict of 
the people. Sir John is equal to any emer- 
gency, and ifit becomes necessary to take 
this course to save his party it is not believed 
that he would hesitate. 
A SENSATIONAL REPORT. 

MONTREAL, March 4.—The sensational dis- 
closure was made last night from an ‘‘un- 
questionable source’’ that the Canadian Pa- 
cific, taking advantage of the predicament 
which Sir John Macdonald finds himself 
placed by the uncertainty of the outcome of 
to-morrow’s election, has forced an amica- 
ble adjustment of the differences existing 
between the railway and the Government. 
The Government, it is stated, in return for 
the _ ice of the railway in the . 
forthit6ming élections wil m the 
$1,000,000 claim on the North Shore 
Railway, will continue permanently the Gov- 
ernment guarantee on Canadain Pacific Rall- 
way stock which exptres in 1898, and will set- 
tle the company’s claim for $5,000,000 under 
arbitration in connection with the Kamloops 
or ‘*Ondordonk’’ section of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway in British Columbia. The re- 
sult of this deal, should the Government 
escape defeat, would be that the interest on 
$65,000,000 Canadian Pacific Railroad stock 
would become a permanent charge on the 
country. 


The Issues Involved. 


As stated in the above dispatches, to-mor- 
row the great battle will be fought in Canada 
over the Parliamentary elections. Sir John 
Alexander Macdonald, the Prime Minister, 
decided some time ago on an appeal 
to the country as the Parliament 
then sitting was not favorable 
to the views of his administration 
on trade questions. It has been the endeavor 
of the Conservative party, of which Mac- 
donald is the leader, to enlarge Canada’s 
trade with England bythe lowering of the 
tarif!_on English manufactures. They have 
been unable to accomplish anything in 
this direction of any moment, 
and selzing a moment when the 
Liberal party had through its leader’s 
utterances been committed to unrestricted 
reciprocity with the United States the appeal 
to the country was decided upon. The con- 
servatives in their party address issued by 
Macdonald and in the speeches and publica- 
tions of their leaders have charged the Lib- 
erals with being ais-Unionists, with not seek- 
ing simply trade union with the United 
States, but actual political union, 
They call themselves ‘*‘loyalists’’ 
and the Liberals ‘‘annexaonists’’ 

Asa part of thie Liberal party believes in 
‘‘annexation’’ and advocates unrestrained 
reciprocity as a means to that end, the Con- 
sorvatives have ample material on which to 
base this characterization. The Lib- 
erals have been endeavoring to 
make this a campaign of education, as 
Mr. Cleveland would say, while the Conserva- 
tives have been making it a campaign of sen-

‘The Constitutional Period of ‘the 5ist 
Congress Completed at Noon.. 


ALL THE REGULAR ANNUAL APPROPRIA- 
TION BILLS PASSED AND APPROVED. 


An All-Night Session of Both Houses With 
Short Recesses—The Members Worn 
Out by the Rush of Heavy Work—Reso- 
lutions of Thanks to Speaker Reed and 
Vice-President Morton. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 4.—The Fourth 
of March broke upon the Capitol in a broad 
beam of sunlight that flashed a welcome up- 
on the bronze figure of Liberty and then crept 
rapidly down the whole surface of the great 
dome, peeping into the windows and lighting 
‘up dark corners; dimming the flickering 
yellow gas-jets and conquering even the 
electric glare. Inside the great build- 
ing the sleeping watchmen rubbed their eyes 
and sat again upright attheir posts. The 
corridors were almost deserted and the gal- 
leries of both Houses were well nigh tenant- 
less. The Senate had taken a recess just be- 
fore daylight until 9 o’clock, and the windows 
of the north wing were thrown wide open to 
catclf the keen frosty morning breeze and 
accumulate a fresh supply of oxygen for the 
Senators soon toreassemble. The hall of the 
‘House was ‘a scene of litter and confusion. 
The floor was covered with bits of paper and 
cigar butts and ashes and all of the debris 
that marks a prolonged session. 
There was an unusually 
attendance of members, but 
was also an unusually disorderly assembly. 
The Speaker appeared to be to be the most 
serene person in the vast hall, saving certain 
Representatives who had tilted themselves 
back in their easy chairs (in some instances 
with their heels neatly adjusted to the eleva- 
tion of the desk before them) or thrown them- 
selves upon the ample lounges and were more 
or less advanced toward sound slumber. The 
sharp voice of the Speaker rang out as clearly 
as ever in remonstrance with the unruly 
members who sought to indulge in ‘‘horse 
play’’ and his ivory gavel resounded upon its 
well-worn place on the desk as he called for 
order. There was a _ great noise upon 
the floor, the tumultous roar of conversa- 
tion, of demands for recognition and of adju- 
rations to ‘‘sitdown.’’ Butit meant nothing 
serious and it wasa matter of general re- 
mark among the older members that the 
Fifty-first Congress was d;yingin unwonted 
peace; that no great measures were hanging 
in the balance and that party feeling was not 
taking on the degree of acerbity usual in 
such times. 

As the day grew signs of life outside the hall 
of the House multiplied. The restaurants 
were filled with early breakfasters. Members 
who had stolen off for the night to their 
homes began to drop in quietly and unosten- 
tatiously. The Senate doors were reopened, 
the large class of people who took a morbid 
interest in the congressional death struggle 
began to flock to the Capitol and to seat 
themselves in the galleries and the last day 
of the session was fairly begun. 

THE SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 4.—After the 
passage of the House bill to supply artificial 
limbs to pensioners every three years instead 
of five years, the conference report on the 
bill for the reorganization of the artillery 
forces of the army was reported and agreed 
to. Mr. Hawley explained that the report 
provided merely for a change of organization 
and did not increase the army by one man. 

House bill for the commission of Phillip C. 
Johnson as a Rear Admiral in the navy, and 
to deliver it to his widow, was passed. 

A message from the House proposing fur- 
ther conference on the legislative approprig» 
tion bill was presented and read, and Mr. 
Allison informed the Senate in connection 
with itthatthe difference between the two 
houses related solely to the question of 
annual compensation for session committee 
clerks and clerks to Senators. Unless the 
conferees should be otherwise instructed, he 
thought the Senate conferees might be ex- 
pected to recede substantially from these 
amendments.

The report was agreed to. 

The conference report on the deficiency bill 
was presented and read. Mr. Hale said that 
nearly all of the items in dispute had been ar- 
ranged. There were still unsettled the ques- 
tion asto the Pacific Railroad claims, the 
payments to the widows of Chiet Justice 
Waite and Justice Miller, the French spolia- 
tion claims and the claims of States for money 
expended in the late war and the war of 1812. 
While thereport was being discussed Mr. 
Pasco called attention tothe fact that al- 
though there was a motion pending to recon- 
sider the vote on the copyright bill and to 
request the House to return the bill to the 
Senate, the bill had been 
Speaker of the House and had been laid on 
the table of the Vice-President. He asked 
that pending action on his motion the Vice- 
President should have his aftenion called to 
that motion. 

The discussion upop Mr. Pasco’s motion to 
reconsider the vote agreeing to the confer- 
ence report on the copyright bill occupied 
the attention of the Senate at intervals up to 
the hour of taking a recess.” Mr. Pasco com- 
plained that, notwithstanding his motion, the 
bill had been hurried to the Vice-President 
and had received the Vice President’s sig- 
nature and was now awaiting the President’s. 
That wasan instance, inthe opinion of Mr. 
Hale, of how tNat bill had been ‘‘railroad- 
ed.’’ The idea of the bill being ‘‘railroaded’’ 
was angrily repelled by Mr. Platt. A 
very deep regret was expressed by 
Mr. Hale that the Vice-President had 
seen fitto signthe billand it was only, he 
thought, because the Vice-President did not 
know of the seriuss effort to have a full vote 
of the Senate onthe motion to reconsider. 
He hoped that the President would learn the 
facts in time to withhold his signature. 

Mr.Spooner had seen the Vice-President,he 
said, and had learned that he had (not know- 
ing of the motion) signed the bill. And there 
the matter stood whem the hour of recess 
came. inthe meantime, the conference re- 
port on the aggricultural appropriation had 
Deen agreed toand a partial conference re- 
port on the deficiency bill agreed to—a further 
conference being ordered. At 6:15 the Senate 
took a recess till 9a. m. 

The Senate resumed its session at 9a. m. 
with the Vice-President in the chair. The 
first matter of any consequence that came up 
was Mr. Pasco’s motion, made at the night 
session, to reconsider the vote agreeing to 
the conference report on the copyright. bill 
and to recall the bill. The vote upon the lat- 
ter motion was: Yeas, 21; nays, 29. A 
further conference report on the deficiency 
dill was presented and read. Mr. 

Stewart complained bitterly of the action of 
the conferes in rejecting the amendment to 
reimburse: the States of California, Oregon 
and Nevada for expenses incurred in sup- 
pression of the rebellion—claims for which 
there were judgments of the court—while 
provision was made in the bill for the French 
spoliation claims for which there was no 
judgment of a court. As soon as he had 
stopped speaking the House amendment to 
the bill for a public building at Clarksville, 
Tenn. (reducing the amount from $50,000 to 
$35,000), was concurred in. 

Then Mr. Hale promised that the Senate 
conferees on the ciency bill would en- 
deavor to secure as much as possible of the 
action of the Senate on the bill. He consoled 
Mr. Stewart by assuring him that the Senate 
‘was committed tothe State claims by vote 
and by sentiment, and that it was onlya 
matter of time when they would be paid. In 
| he promised that the conferees 


signed by the, 


would make a further report in a very 
short time. Then Mr. Sherman interposed 
a motion foran executive session, the gal- 
leries were cleared and the doors closed. It 
was 10:45 o’clock when the doors were re- 
opened and there was a rush through the 
corridors up the wide, marble stair-cases and 
to the elevators andina few minutes the 
spacious galleries were filled witha panting,- 
eager, noisy, chattering crowd. The clerk of 
the House appeared at the bar with 
amessage announcing that the House had 
agreed tothe conference report on the gen- 
eral deficiency bill. Immediately afterwards 
Mr, Hale presented the same conference re- 
port tothe Senate and movedits adoption. 
Mr. Stewart asked what disposition had been 
made of the amendments that were in dis- 
pute. He was informed by Mr. Hale that the 
House conferees were so firm in their 
resistance to these amendments that 
it had become a question of 
giving up the amendments or 
givingupthe bill. In consdieration mainly 
of the large pension appropriation which the 
bill contained, the Senate conferees receded 
from the amendments and the amendments 
were now out of the bill. The report was 
agreed to. 

Mr, Morgan applied to be excused from fur- 
ther service on the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. Mr. Hoar objected and said that 
it would be with great regret that the Senate 
and the country would see the ais- 
tinguished Senator from Alabama withdraw 
from that important committee. The like 
sentiment was expressed by Messrs. Ransom, 
Cullom, Dawes, Spooner and Gorman, and on 
motion of the latter Senator the Senate de- 
clined to accede to Mr. Morgan’s request. 

On motion of Mr. Edmunds, a committee of 
two Senators was appointed to join a like 
committee on the part of the House to wait 
on the President and inform him that Con- 
gress was ready to adjourn. Messrs. Ed- 
munds and Gorman was appointed on the 
part of the Senate. 

Mr. Ransom offered a resolution, which 
was unanimously agreed to, tendering the 
thanks of the Senate to the Vice-President 
for the courteous, dignified and able manner 
in which he had presided over the delibera- 
tions of the Senate. 

House bill for the protection of the lives of 
miners in territories was taken from the 
calendar and passed. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Mitchell in- 
structing the Judiciary Committee to inquire 
and report as tothe date when the laws re- 
lating to Chinese restriction expire, whether 
in 1892 or 1894; also when the Chinese exclusion 
act of 1888 shall expire. He explained that 
the object was to have new legislation on the 
subject before existing laws ceased to 
operate. The resolution was agreed to. 

At 11:30 Mr. McPherson, the clerk of the 
House, presented to the Senate the de- 
ficiency bill enrolled and signed by the 
speaker, and it ~was immediately signed by 
the Vice-President and carried to the Presi- 
dent, whoincompany with the members of 
the Cabinet was occupying his room adjoin- 
ing the Senate. 

Messrs. Blair, Evarts, Hampton, Ingalls, 
Payne and Spooner—six of the Senators 
whose terms expire at noon—were in the 
chamber tothe last,and gave no outward 
manifestation of concern or regret at leaving 
the old familiar hall, although now and again 
one of their old associates approached to say 
farewell, 

Within ten minutes of noon Mr. Allison 
asked and obtained leave to have printed in 
the Record a summary of the appropriations 
for this session. In the nature of things, 
he said that statement could not be prepared 
ina few days. To a witty suggestion of Mr. 
Cockrell’s Mr. Allison gavethe reply that it 
would be ‘‘a fair, candid statement of the 
situation, whatever itis.’’ The manner, as 
well as the turn of language employed by Mr. 
Allison, gave rise toalaugh among Demo- 
cratic Senators. 

**T know it will be bad enough,’’ Mr. Cock- 
rell added, ‘‘butif it is fair and candid,we will 
be satisfied.’’ 

Mr. Edmunds reported that the committee 
appointed to wait upon the President, in con- 
junction with a similar committee of the 
House, had waited upon him and had in- 
formed him that the two houses had con- 
cluded their business and were ready to ad- 
journ, and that the President had replied that 
he had no further communication to 
make and he wished to the President 
of the Senate and ail its members a happy re- 
turn totheir homes and every felicity. The 
hands of the dial of the Senate clock pointed 
to five minutes before noon and it appeared 
as if, for the first time in the memory of this 
generation the amusing little scene of old 
Capt. Bassett’s march to the locality of the 
clock, with long white wand in hand, inorder 
to put back the minute hand to suit the 
emergency of the occasion,was to be omitted. 
Those who imagined s0, however, were 
amusingly disappointed—for the venerable 
gentlemen, wand in hand, and with his char- 
acteristic gait strode solemnly up the center 
aisle amid the hardly suppressed laughter of 
a thousand spectators—and turned back by 
about three minutes, the hands upon the 
dial. Once againandathird time still, the 
time killing operation was performed, and 
finally when the thing was overdone he 
stalked back for the fourth time and ad- 
vanced the hands afew minutes. 

Meanwhile the Clerk of the House had 
brought over a joint resolution just passed to 
correct an error in the enrollment of the ag- 
ricultural appropriation bill. The joint reso- 
lution was passed, the last piece of the Sen- 
ate legislation of the Fifty-first Con- 
gress, but it was of no _ force 
or effect, for before it could be 
sent back tothe House, that body, not hav- 
ing had recourse to the Bassett method of 
postponing the hour of noon, had adjourned. 
When no other scrap of business remained to 
be transacted, and when the clock had taken 
a three-minutes step forward, atatouch of 
the old wizard’s wand, the Vice-President 
arose and made his farewell speech. He 
said: 

Ilamadmonished bythe dial that thelife of the 
Fifty-first Congress is ended, and that the hourof 
separation and farewell has again arrived. The record 
is made upand has gone into history. No one of us 
can be unmindful as we part of the fact that all are 
not with us who answered to the’ first 
roll call of this Congress. Three mem- 
bers of this body, all taken from one side 
of the chamber, have answered the last summons 
and gone out forever from the haunts of men. They 
were well worthy of the love we bore them, and will 
be cherished in the hearts of the people as able, hon- 
orable and patriotic public servants. 

Without previous experience asa presiding officer, 
I came with distrust to the discharge 
of the duty imposed by the  Oonstitu- 
tion upon the Vice-President in his 
relation to the Senate—certain only of an unfaltering 
purpose to be right, and of the patienc e and forbear- 
ance of this great body. lacknowledge with grate- 
ful sensibility the courtesy and kindness which even 
in critical and complicated situations the members of 
the Senate have been accustomed to accord 
to me, and the honor conferred by the 
resolution just adopted in my absence 
from the chair. With the earnest hope 
that each member of this body mav be blessed in 
every relation of life, Inow declare thatthe consti- 
tutional period of the Fifty-first Congress having 
been completed, the Senate stands adjourned with- 
out day. 

There was a good dealof applause on the 
floor and the galleries at the conclusion of 
Mr. Morton’s little speech which was at pre- 
cisely 12:15. For the next half hour or so 
there were on the floor and in the halls many 
hearty and probably sincere leave takings 
of Senators with each other and with Senate 
officials. 

THE BRUSSELS TREATY DEFEATED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 4.—The Brussels 
treaty for the suppression of the African 
slave trade and traffic in spirits and firearms 
was defeated in the Senatein executive Sses- 
sion this morning. The opposition to its rat- 
ification was based upon a number of rea- 
sons, suchas fears of entangling alliances, 
interference with private business enter- 
prises, etc., and the majority in opposition to 
ratification was decided. 

JUDGE BEATY'’S NOMINATION FAILS. 

WASHINGTON, D. ©., March 4.—There was‘ 
much discussion ofthe nomination of J. H. 
Beatty to be United States Judge for Idahu, 
but a Western Senator who noted an objec- 
tion to the nomination, resisted all ap- 
peals to withdraw his demand that the case 
lie over and it finally took that order, which 
involves the failure of the nomination, as it 
cannot be reached again tn regular order, 
BERLIN’S NOMINATION CONFERMED. 


WasHinaton, D. C., March 4.—The Senate 


to-day confirmed the nomination of R.S. Ber- 
lin of Nebraska to be a member of the Mis- 
souri River Commission. 

THE HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 4.—After con- 
ference report on the copyright bill had been 
agreed to Mr. Haugen of Wisconsin moved to 
suspend the rules and pass the Senate bill for 
the erection of a public. building at Kau 
Claire, Wis., with an amendment reducing 
the limit-of cost to $75,000. The motion was 
defeated—yeas, 98; nays, 69—not two-thirds 
voting in the affirmative. 

Mr. Funston of Kansas presented the con- 
ferefice report on the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill, but the Mouse refused to accept it— 
34 to 115—and a further conference was Of- 
dered. 

The conference report on the legislative ap- 
propriation bill was agreed to. 

Mr. Cutcheon presented the conference re- 
port on the bill forthe reorganization of the 
army, but it was rejected—4é6 to 54. 

Mr. Cutcheon then moved a further confer- 
ence, but this was rejected—54 to 59—thus de- 
feating the bill. 

The scenes in the House at the night session 

—the last one of its existence—were hardly 
up to the standard of the scenes which have 
made the Fifty-first Congress memorable. 
Conference report after conference report 
was presented. but they created only a slight 
ripple on the smooth surface of the proceed- 
ings. Members stood around seeking the 
Speaker’s eye for consideration of some pet 
measure, but fewof them were gratified in 
their wishes. While the general tenor of 
conduct was good-natuted, the weariness 
of the Representatives rendered some of 
them irritable and many remarks were ex- 
chan ged which could not parliamentarily be 
incorporated in the Record. In the main, 
however, the proceedihgs of the session were 
characterized by a genial feeling among the 
members and the expression of sincere re- 
gret that they were so soon to part. As the 
hours dragged away the following business 
was transacted: 

Senate bill was passed to incorporate the 
National Conservatory of Music of America. 

On motion of Mr. Washington of Tennessee, 
Senate bill was passed for the erection ofa 
public building at Clarksville, Tenn., with 
an amendment fixing the limit of cost at 
$35 ,000. 

Just as the gray light of dawn began to vie 
with the gas and electric lights illuminating 
the house, Mr. Cannonof Illinois, called up 
the disagreeing report on the deficiency ap- 
propriation bill, the remaining points of dif- 
ference being the appropriations for the pay- 
ment of the Central Pacific railroad for 
transportation of troops and for the payment 
of the French spollation claims. The report 
was adopted and Mr. Cogswell of Massachu- 
setts, then moved that the house recede from 
its disagreement to the French spoliation 
claims amendment. 

Mr. Butterworth of Ohio opposed the mo- 
tion and vigorously attacked the proposition 
to pay the claims. He was frequently inter- 
rupted and the House fell into such atumult 
that the Speaker was obliged toremind it 
that ‘‘Order must be maintained or at least 
some semblance of decency of order.’’ 

Mr. Butterworth maintained that the 
claims had no proper place on this bill and 
that there was not a traee of justice in 
them. 

Mr. Cogswell’s motion was agreed to—yeas, 
99; nays, 980. 

Mr. Holman of Indiana, having changed 
his vote for that purpose, moved to recon- 
sider. 

Mr. Cogswell moved to lay that motion on 
the table which was carried. 

Mr. Dockery offered a resolution directing 
the House conferees to insist on disagree- 
ment to the Pacific Railroad items. Adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Cannon, the House in- 
sisted on disagreement to all the remaining 
points in dispute, notwithstanding Mr. 
O’Ferrell’s protest that Mr. Cannon had 
broken faith with him in not permitting a 
separate vote on the Virginia claims. 

Mr. Funston of Kansas, presented the con- 
ference on the bill fora public building at 
Saginaw, Mich., reducing the cost to $50,000. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Qhio. moved to suspend 
the rules and pass Senate bill appropriating 
$50,000 for the erection of a monumental 
building at Marietta, O., in commemoration 
of the settlement of the Northwestern Terri- 
tory. Lost—70 to 57—not the necessary two- 
thirds voting in the affirmative. 

Mr. Burrows of Michigan having taken the 
chair, Mr. McKinley of Ohio offered the fol- 
iowing: 

That thanks of this house are presented to the 
Hon. Thomas B. Reed forthe able, impartial and 
dignified mannerin which he has presided over its 
deliberations and performed the arduous and impor- 
tant duties of the chair. 

Mr. Mills demanded the yeas and nays. 

The resolution was agreed to, yeas 152, nays 
116—a strict party vote. The Republicans 
immediately burst into a volley of cheers 
which were only redoubled when Mr. Mills 
inguired whether this was a part of the 
funeral services. 

Mr. Cannon of Illinois submitted the con- 
ference report on the general deficiency bill, 
and while he was explaining the report the 
Speaker resumed thechair. His appearance 
was the signal for a wild outburst from the 
Republican side. Papers and records were 
thrown in the air, handkerchiefs were 
waved and fora few moments the chamber 
rang with cheers, but throughout the tumult 
the Speaker was calm,and withafew vigor- 
ous strokes of his gavel restored order. 

Then Mr. Breckenridge of Kentucky rising 
paid a warm tribute of respect to the Chalir- 
man of the Committee on Appropriations. 
‘‘Mr. Cannon, on the floor, in committee and 
in personal contact, he said, ‘‘Mr. Cannon 
had always earned the gratitude of the 
gentlemenonthe Democratic side.’’ (Loud 
applause on both sides of the chamber. |] 

The conference report on the dificiency bill 
was agreed to, thus disposing of the last of 
the generg@ appropriation bills. 

Mr. Funston of Kansas moved to suspend 
the-rules and pass Senate bill for the erection 
of a public buildingat Kansas City, Kan., 
at a cost not to exceed $150,000. In 
speaking to this motion Mr. Springer 
of Illinois congratulated the country that the 
era of treasury raids was now ataclose. The 
Republican side had but fifty-five minutes in 
which to putits handintothe treasury and 
squander the people’s money. The motion 
was lost; not securing a two-thirds vote. 

On motion of Mr. McKinley the speaker was 
authorized to appoint acommittee of three 
members to join with the committee ap- 
pointed by the Senate to wait upon the Presi- 
dent and informhim that thetwo Houses 
were ready to adjourn, uniess he had some 
furthér communication to make to them, 
Messrs. McKinley, Payson and Mills were ap- 
pointed as such eommittee. 

Speaker Reed then rose and said: 

To state in language which would seem to me to be 
adequate to the achievements of the House would not 
be suitable to this time or to this place. Nor isitinthe 
least needful that I should here and now rekindle 
old disputes or fan the dying embers of struggles past 
and gone. Whether we have disposed of questions of 
finance with the wisdom of broad statesmanship,time 
will surely show. Whether in the things we have 
done and the things we have attempted for the fur- 
therance of human liberty we were actuated by high 
and honorable motives will be visible to all the world 
at no distant day. Our action no catalogue and all 
catalogue and all enumeration and praise by ourselves 
would be in vain. If our deeds don’t praise 
us our words cannot. Confident as 
Iam of the verdict of time on what we have done, I 
am still more confident thatthe highest commenda- 
tion will be given usin the future, not for what 
measures we have passed, valuable asthey are, but 
because we have taken so longa stride in the direc- 
tion of responsible government. Having demon- 
strated to the péople that those who have been 
elected to do their will can do it, henceforth excuses 
will not.be taken for performance and government by 
by the people will be stronger in the land. 
‘Toward those who have opposed what the majority 
of the House have desired, we have no unkindly or 
personal feeling. Whoever offers battle to old con- 
victions and faiths must expect battle, and the vigor 
of the resistance must ys bear some proportion to 
the vigor of the onset. members on my left with 
whom I am politically assessed, I beg to tender mymost 
sincere and acknowledgments.

SENSATIONAL. ESCAPADE OF A NINE- 
TEEN-YEAR-OLD TEXAS YOUTH. 


He Weds Miss Etta Inchliffe and Is 
Spending His Honeymoon Behind the 
Bars—A Son of Gen. Alvord of Dallas 
Charged With Forgery and Fraud. 


Allen Lewis Alford was made defendant in 
a warrant for fraud, which was this‘ morning 
issued by Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Estep at the Four Courts. Alford 
is only 2 years old, and the 
son of a wealthy business man living at Dal- 
las, Tex. He was taken intocustody late yes- 
terday afternoon by Detectives Archambault 
and Tracy of headquarters, and spent last 
night in the Central District holdover. Alford 
has been a wild youth, and about two 
months ago left home, coming to 8t. Louis. 
He has continued his dissipations in this city 
and about a week ago became financially em- 
brassed. His outraged father had refused to 
send further remittances, and Alfred 
drew up a check for $200 which he 
took to W. <A. Stuart, druggist at 
Fourteenth street and Washington avenue. 
Stuart had known the young man in Dallas 
and advanced him $10 on the check. The 
paper turned out to be a forgery. 

MARRIED AN ADVENTURESS. 

Behind the arrest and prosecution there is a 
story which those interested made every en- 
deavor to keep concealed. It has de- 
veloped, however, that young Alvord 
has been made the victim of a 
scheming adventuress whose acquaintance 
he made in a questionable house. Two weeks 
ago Alvord was married to Etta Inchcliffe. 
It was undoubtedly this marriage more 
than the passing of the forged check 
on Druggist Stuart, which landed the young 
man behind the bars. From the landlady at 
the house at 1307 Chestnut street an interest- 
ing story was obtained. The lady said: 

**Etta Inchcliffe is only 19 fyears old and as 
pretty asa picture, Sheisthe daughter of a 
wealthy woman living at Carbon- 
dale, Il., but has always been 
wild. Before she was 18 years old she made 
a runaway marriage with a young fellow 
down at Carbondale, but her conduct was 
such that her husband soon after ob- 
tained a divorce. Etta’s mother has 
plenty of money, but she was close and the 
girl got but little to spend on dress. She 
was fond of finery, and to gratify the 
taste went to the bad. She has for 
several months made occasional trips to St. 
Louis and spent her time in questionable 
houses while here. Last fall dur- 
ing the §fatr, Allen Alvord met 
her here at my house and was 
fascinated with her from the first. 
When he went back to Dallas they 
carried on a regular correspondence 
and it was at his suggestion that Etta came 
up from Carbondale abdut a month ago. 
Allen met her here and they were togethera 
great deal for two weeks.’’ 

‘*One day about the middle of February Ella 
came tomeand said: ‘Belle, I am going to 
marry Allen. He is stuck on me and 
Iam going to work him. I wanted 
him to draw a check on his 
old man for $10,000, but he was afraid, so I 
am going to marry him, and if his folks won’t 
acknowledge me’?iI will make them put up 
some cash before I give him a divorce.’’ 

‘*She wanted me to go asa witness, butI 
kept out of the affair. About two weeks ago 
the two took the train for Carbondale 
and were married. I saw a notice of it later 
ina Carbondale paper. I understand they 
then went on to Dallas, where Allen made his 
marriage known. His folks would not 
receive Ella as his wife and Ella could not get 
acent outofthem. They both came back to 
St. Louis and were both living some 
where on Chestnut street near Fifteenth 
when Detectives Tracy and Archambault 
went to their room ‘yesterday evening. 
Ella is a schemer of § the first 
water and I am not in the least 
surprised thatshe has gotten the boy head 
over heels in trouble. I formerly lived at 
Carbondale and know all her relatives. I 
don’t think, however, that they know the life 
she has been leading.’’ 

PROBABLY NO PROSECUTION. 

While a warrant has been issued against 
Alvord and he has been lodged, in jail, it is 
understood that there will be no prosecu- 
tion in the case. It is learned 
that the relatives oof the boy are 
determined to accomplish his separation 
from the woman and will doubtless keep him 
in jail until he consents to the secur- 
ing of a divorce without making 
further trouble. As he is not yet of 
age the legality of the marriage could be 
questioned in the courts,together with the al- 
leged undue influence exercised by the woman 
now his wife. Mrs. Alvord is at present stop- 
ping on Chestnut street, just beyond Fitf- 
teenth. 


ALVORD ADMITS IT. 

Young Alvord was seen late this afternoon 
in his cell at the Four Courts. He coolly ad- 
mitted the fact of his marriage and 
told a story similar to the one 
above. He said a Methodist minister 
named Clark had married him at Oarbon- 
dale, the girl’s two brothers being wit- 
nesses. I am only 19 years old, but 
they did not swear me when I 
told the clerk I was 21 at the time I got the 
license. I don’t think my frelatives can 
separate me from my wife.’’

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TRBOKED AGAIN 


The East Approach of the St. Charles 
Pohtoon Bridge Carried Away. 


SOME THIRTY PONTOONS FLOAT DOWN 
THE RIVER WITH THE ICE. 


Several Men Go With the Floating Debris 
—A Coal Miner Killed and Another 
Fatally Injured at Coulterville, Ul— 
Crushed in the Rollers—Men and Raft 
Lost. 


St. CHARLES, Mo., March 4.—At 10 o'clock 
this morning the slush ice in the river broke 
the east approach and draw of the pontoon 
bridge that only yesterday had been replaced 
after last week’s break from its mooring, 
carrying all into the current and towards the 
big Wabash bridge. In less thanfive minutes 
the river front was black with many citizens 
watching anxiously the novel sight and the 
fate of three or four men upon 
the floating pontoon as the wreck 
neared the bridge. Fora few minutes the 
spectators seemed to hold their breath, be- 
lieving every second would be the last 
of the men, and that all of them would 
be lost when they struck the Dig piers. Ten 
minutes from the time of the break the thirty 
or more pontoons passed between the third 
and fourth piers and in the chan- 
nel, only a few feet from the 
west third pier, and gracefully continued on 
down the big and mighty Missouri. The 
west approach ts stillin position, and will no 
doubt remain solongas the wind drives the 
floating ice tothe east side. The ferryboat 
is lying opposite this city and sounded its 
whistle of alarm, but only faintly, having but 
little steam on. It is hardly probable 
Capt. Owns will make any effort to assist in 
capturing the runaway pontoons owing to 
the ill feeling between the pontoon bridge 
company and him. The fate ofthe pontoon 
bridge is what many old river men have pre- 
Giated. The ice is not heavy. Nothing 
has been heard of the men oh the pontoons. 
The amount of the damage has notyet been 
estimated. : 


Coal Miners Killed. 
COULTERVILLE, Ill., March 4.—Chester Love- 
nd and Otto Barnes were fatally injured in 

he coal mine here about 100’clock this morn- 
ing. The acciaent was caused by the falling 
of slate while the men were working in their 
room. Medical aid was quickly summoned 
and the physicians, Dr. Childs and Dr. Kane, 
are attending the men. 
LATER. 
Otto Barnes is dead. There is very little 
hope of Loveland’s recovery. 


Men and Raft Lost. 

PapvucaH, Ky., March 4.—News of a terrible 
disaster on the Cumberland River last Thurs- 
day was received here yesterday. Curtis 
Boyd, a general merchant at Canton, started 
with a party of six laborers for this point. 
The party were navigating their way on a 
raft. During the day a violent storm started 
and in a few minutes the raft was sinking. 
The steamer Reagan passed the unfortunate 
party, but asthe raft was drifting it would 
have been extremely dangerous for any craft 
to venture near it, and in a short time the 
raft disappeared. Nothing is known ofthe 
party with the exception of Boyd and that 
the other six came from Trigg County, Ky. 


Caught on a Bridge. 


SCRANTON, Pa., March 4.—Three girls work- 
ing for the Sanquert Silk Co. started to cross 
a railroad bridge leading to the Jersey Cen- 
tral tracks. While half way across they saw 
atrainapproaching. Two ofthe girls started 
in the direction of the train and got safely 
across, whilethe other, Kate Williams, at- 
tempted to beat the train and was caught 
and hurled twenty feet in the air. When 
picked up it was found that she was internally 
injured and is not expected to live. 


A Steamboat Aground. 


CoLumBvs, Ky., March 4.—The bigiNew Or- 
leans steamer Guiding Star is aground with 
400 tons of freight at the mouth of Mill Creek. 
The grounding was caused by the river fall- 
ing while she was unloading cotton. Two 
steamers, two tugs and two railway locomo- 
tives are trying to pull her off the bar, but 
the chances are thatthe Guiding Star will go 
to pieces and be a total loss. She is valued at 
$50,000 and insured for $22.500. Ten thousand 
people are watching the efforts to save the 
boat. 


Crushed in the Rollers. 


New York, March 4.—While engaged in 
cleaning about a breaking machine at 
the Dolphin Jute Millis at Paterson 
Monday, Thomas Miller, a 17-year-old boy, 
met a horrible death. He was accidentally 
caught in the machine and crushed to death 
instantly without making a cry. One of the 
hands noticed that the rollers were clogged 
and threw off the belt, and discovered what 
was left of the unfortunate cleaner. 


Over an’ Embankment. 


SHENANDOAH, Pa., March 4.—A mine car 
drawn by two mules jumped the rails on the 
Turkey Run colliery dirt bank yesterday. 
Joseph Powelland Harry Beadle, with the 
car and mules, went over the bank, forty 
feet, to the creek below. Powell and the 
mules were instantly killed and Beadle was 


fatally injured. 
DIED OF A BROKEN HEART. 


A Post Mortem To-Day Re” ais a Genuine 
Case. 


A case of ‘‘broken heart’’ in the strictest 
gense of those misused words came to light 
at the Morgue to-day. Ontho afternoon of the 
24 inst., George Washington, a colored man 
42 years old, died at the City Hospital less 
than an hour after arrival at 
the institution.

THE HENNESSY MURDER. 


Strong Evidence Offered by the Prosecu- 
tion—Identification of Prisoners. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 4.—At the con- 
clusion of yesterday’s sitting of the court 
twenty witnesses had been examined 
in the Hennessy murder case. Po- 
litz was identified with the murder 
in several ways by four or five witnesses. 
Bagnetto, Scaffendi, Sinciriand Natali were 
all recognized as being connected with 
the case. The guns and shells found along 
the line of flight were identified. They were 
double-barreled shotguns with the barrels 
sawed off. Some of them had skeleton stocks 
which folded under the barrel. 

Nothing of importance has developed to- 
day. The prosecution will now devote them- 
selves to prove that there was an organized 
conspiracy to remove Hennessy. No one 
doubts the prisoners’ complicity in the 
assassination. The evidence was dli- 
rect on that point. More than one 
witness testified to the presence of several of 
the accused at the scene of the murder, both 
immediately before and after the shooting. 
Mascarie’s evidence was a staggerer to the 
defense and they put forth every effort to 
break him down in the cross-examination 
but he stood as firm asa rock, and his testi- 
mony will play no unimportant partin help- 
ing the jury in coming a conclusion. 
The only indication of a conflict 
in the evidence is the condition 
the electric light on Girodand Basin streets. 
The general opinion though is that this ts 
only apparent, not real. An electric light is 
generally burning brightly for five or 
ten seconds, long enough to permit 
a witness’ clear recognition at some 
little distanc and for thenext five or ten 
seconds may bein total darkness. But still 
the prosecution was strong on this point and 
it will take testimony to 
shake the State’s case. The conspiracy 
point is the one on which the prosecution is 
strongest and there is no doubt but that they 
have sonie mighty convincing evidence to 
back them up in this theory. To-day 
being a State holiday no court 
session was held. To-morrow’s session 
will be mighty interesting, and preparations 
for an enormous throng are being made. The 
defense is very much worried onthe con- 
spiracy matter, and are awaiting with eager- 
ness to-morrow’s testimony. 

A rather sensational expose of an attempt 
on the part of the Italians to bulldoze wit- 
nesses for the State in order to prevent 
them from giving damaging testimony 
is made to-day. When the negro, Poole, 
was put on the stand Monday he gave very 
positive testimony and identified some of the 
men ontrial. During his examination Judge 
Luzenberg ofthe State endeavored to bring 
out the fact that he had been approached and 
threatened by the friends of the accused,

LONDON’S POLICE. 


Its Poor Management Causing Much 
Complaint From All Classes. 


THE WHITECHAPEL TRAGEDIES AND 
RECENT BOLD BANK ROBBERIES. 


France and Germany — Empress Freder- 
ick’s Compliment to the People of Paris 
~The Irish Party Troubles—Effect of 
the Elections in Bohemia—The Kaiser 
and Bismarck—Foreign News. 


Loyxypon, March 4.—Popular indignation 
against the police authorities runs very high, 
and the feeling is not confined to the lower 
classes. Sir Edward Bradford’s failure to 
detect the Whitechapel assassin has had a 
discouraging influence as to public opinion of 
his capability. Much was expected from him 
at the time of his appointment, and the re- 
vulsion from the former estimate is serious. 
The failure of the police also to arrest the 
men who robbed a bank clerkin broad day- 
light of nearly £15,000, arouses apprehension 
in breasts not affected by the Whitechapel 
murders. Itis said that there are gangs of 
men in London who make it a business to De- 
come intimately acquainted with the inner 
workings ofevery bank and the movements 
of every clerk who is in the habit of handling 
large amounts in coin or notes. Why are not 
these gangs broken up? the people are ask- 
ing, and comparisons are drawn with Paris 
and New York, unfavorable to the London 
police. 

A PROFESSIONAL FIRE-BUG CONVICTED. 

LonpDon, March 4.—An incendiary has been 
brought to justice in the person of one 
George Cultmer, who followed a regular sys- 
tem of setting buildings on fire for insurdnce 
which he had obtained on the furniture. As 
soon as he obtained the amount of one insur- 
ance he changed his name and procured an 
insurance somewhere else, keeping this up 
until he had defrauded a number of com- 
panies and imperiled nobody knows how 
many lives. At last he was caught, and, 
through the confession ofan associate, con- 
victed. He told this associate that the busi- 
ness was a profitable one, that a few baskets, 
some sheeting and parafine oil were the chief 
factors.

A Well Known American Passes Away [fin 
London. 


LONDON, March 4.—Leonard Jerome of 
New York, who was recently removed 
from London to Brighton in the hope 
thas hig health, which had been in a 
precarious state for some time past might be 
improved, died last night. Mr. Jerome’s 
wife and daughters were present at his bed- 
side when he passed away. 


Leonard Jerome, or ‘‘Larry’’ Jerome, as he 
was familiarly called by his associates, was 
one of the best-known men in New York City. 
He was in the neighborhood of 70 years of 
age and almost his entire life was spent 
in New York. For the past two 
or three years his health has been ve 
and his death was not unexpected. 
Jerome was 4a man of weal 
and was rominent fin the leading 
clubs of New York, He was an ardent lover 
of racing, and belonged to that coterie of 
turfmen of whic Pierre Lori ; 
George Lorillard, now deceased, and the 
late August Belmont were “a lights.

THE LABOR UNIONS 8TILL WORKED UP 
OVER MERIWETHER’S RETIREMENT. 


The Governor Denies Some of the Ex- 
Commissioner’s Statements and the 
Latter Reasserts—Mr. Bloom Tells of 
His Interview With O. 0. Maffitt. 


The Governor’s action in retiring Lee Meri- 
wether from the head of the Labor Depart- 
ment to make way for W. C. Hall, the brother 
of R. F. Hall, President of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance of this State and one of the 
principal officers of the national 
organization, is still the topic 
of much discussion particularly in the ranks 
of organized labor throughout the State. The 
miners and other workingmen who have been 
benefited by Mr. Meriwether’s exposure of 
the truck store system and other wrongs 
prcticed on them by their employers are 
greatly worked up, as the letters 
which have been pouring in on 
the ex-Commissioner go to show. Itis ex- 
pected that the Governor’s action will come 
in for a liberal share of denunciation to-mor- 
row night when the trades unions meet at 
Central Turner Hall to take action on the 
weekly pay bill. 

The friends of the ex-Commissioner are still 
disposed tothe view that the corporations 
had a hand in Mr. Meriwether’s retirement, 
and they show nodisposition to suppress 
their views on the subject. 


CONSIDERS IT SIGNIFICANT. 

In this connection Benjamin Bloom, a 
prominent worker in the cause of organized 
labor, makes a rather interesting statement. 
Speaking toa Post-DISsPaTcH representative 
said: ‘‘When I heard that the Gover- 
nor had determined not to renew Mr. 
Meriwether’s commission I went to see Mr. 
C.C. Maffiitt,the Chairman of the State Demo- 
cratic Committee, who,as is generally known, 
is a very close friend of the Governor. In our 
conversation he told me that he did not see 
how he could do anything in the premises. 
Itold him that Mr. Meriwether had madea 
record that gave _ satisfaction to all 
just and fair-minded people, and Mr. 
Maffitt intimated that he had been too active. 
He also said that he had shown up all the bad 
things in the labor situation without giving 
due attention to what was meritorious, 
Since I had that conversation with Mr. 
Mafmitt I have discovered that Gov, Francis 
used the same language to Mr. Meriwether 
when he objected to certain portions of the 
Labor Commissioner’s report. I consider 
that rather significant to say the least. Mr. 
Maffitt, by the way, is largely interested in 
the Iron Mountain Co., which employs a 
number of miners.’’ f 


HOW THE GOVERNOR INTERFERED. 

Since Mr. Meriwether’s return to the city 
he has, in reply to questions, 
told of occasions where the Governor 
displayed evidence of dissatisfaction 
with his energetic work in fighting corpora- 
tions that compelled their employes to pay 
exorbitant prices for the necessaries of life at 
the stores conducted by them. That was 
done by issuing checks instead of legal tender 
to the workingmen, payablé from one to ten 
years after they were issued. In discussing 
these evidences of disapproval on the Gov- 
ernor’s part Mr. Meriwether said: 

‘*The first one Was about the time I exposed 
the outrages practiced by the Mendota mining 
operators on theiremployes. That was only 
a short time after my appointment. 
I went up there to  invéstigate 
complaints that had been laid before me, and 
I discovered a surprising state of af- 
fairs. Instead of paying their miners 
in cash the operators paid them in 
checks payable ten years after they 
were issued. This wasto compel the help- 
less miners to trade at the truck stores con- 
trolled by the operators. If they 
medicine for their families 
would have to buy the patent 
stuff sold by the truck stores, as they had no 
money to get physicians and prescri ‘

nation and led up to the discovery of similar 
outrages practiced by corporations and 
elsewhere in the State.

MERIWETHER REASSERTS. 

Since these statements were made by Mr. 
Meriwether, Gov. Francis has declared that 
he at notime interfered with the ex-Com- 
missioner’s work or his reports. 

Speaking of the Governor’s denial, Mr. 
Meriwether said when interrogated this 
morning, that he had simply stated facts and 
would stand by what he had said. The Gover- 
nor did object to parts of my reports which 
treated of facts,’’ he said, ‘‘and at his order 
they were stricken out. I think the Governor 
will remember all the circumstances if he will 


only try.’’

What They Propose to Do to Get Their 
Ticket Before the People~The Demo- 
cratic Committee Fixes the Dates for 
the Primary and Convention—Studying 
the Australian System—Notes. 


Oouncilman Comfort favors the Independ- 
ent movement. 

That gentleman was asked this morning 
whether he would be a candidate on the Re- 
publican ticket, but he has not yet declared 
himself publicly and he did not say. He did 
Say, however: ‘‘I amin favor of the Inde- 
pendent movement; I think it is a good anda 
healthy thing. It arouses interest and it will 
bring out a large vote. If Iama candidate I 
will be still more in favor of it, because I 
would rather have two men opposing me than 
one,’’ 

Mr, Comfort’s philosophy willno doubt be 
acceptable to many candidates. It is ingeni- 
ous, if nothing else, and he is probably ex- 
actly right when he says that this Independ- 
dent movement will bring out a large vote. 

The supporters of the Independent move- 
ment have been called on fora platform re- 
peatedly since the nominations were an- 
nounced. The platform has been set forth 
whenever it was demanded and oftener, for 
that matter, but they are thinking of includ- 
ing in ita story Mr. George E. Leighton told 
at the meeting of the Informal Club. The 
incident related by Col. Leighton is told in 
this way: 

He had once engaged in a movement with 
some other citizens to reform ward politics. 
The issue was joined in the election of dele- 
gates to a City Convention. When Col. 
Leighton got to the meeting it was in charge 
of the party machine engineer. He was in 
the chair, but vacated it and Col. Leighton 
chosen President. He knew that Leighton 
wouldn’t countenance any fraud. But the 
engineer did more than that. He took the 
delegation already chosen into a side room, 
scratched one of the names off and 
substituted that of Col. Leighton. 
That was all for that night. Next morn- 
ing, while the speaker was at breakfast, he 
gota note from the machine engineer to call 
around, Col. Leighton responded to the sum- 
mons, and was shown a complete ticket to be 
nominated atthat day’s convention. It all 
went through, too, except one name, which 
Col. Leighton succeeded in defeating by vig- 
orous fighting." 

The Independents say they need do nothing 
more than relate this incident to show that 
Tt through party conventions is impos- 
sible. 

When the Australian system of electing 
public officers was adopted by the State of 
Missouri, the purpose was supposed and said 
to be to secure a full and particularly a free 
expression of opinion from the qualified 
voters of the State, Knowing its provisions, 
everyone thought that it would be possible 
for the voters not only to cast their votes in- 
dependent of the influences which might sur- 
round them, but also to cast off, if they de- 
sired todo so, party dictation and machine 
rule, and that is the pith of the law. Under 
the happy influences of this law many of the 
citizens of 8t. Louis have come before the 
people with a ticket which is to be sub- 
mitted at the election om April 7 to 
fill the vacancies which will occur in 
the City Council, and the six men 
who are proposed forthe places are Messrs. 
Charles Nagle, Edward Wilkerson, Phillip 
Gruner, P. J. Pauley, John J. O’Connor and 
John M. Dutro. The ticket is known asthe 
‘*Independent Municipal Ticket’’ and those 
who are interested in its welfare are circulat- 
ing a petition to whichthe names of1 per 
cent of the qualified voters of the city are to 
be attached and attested, as the law requires, 
by a hotary public. This petition contain- 
ing the six names will be presented to 
Recorder of Voters Carlisle asa certificate of 
nomination, withthe request that they be 
placed upon the ballot underthe heading 
**Independent Municipal Ticket.’’ 

RECORDER CARLISLE’S RULING. 

It was expected that Mr.Carlisle would com- 
ply with the request without question, but he 
consulted an attorney and the advice he re- 
ceived was that each candidate should be 
certified independently by 1 per cent of the 
qualified voters, and that the candidates so 
certified could not go on the ballotunder a 
ticket heading because they did not represent 
a party which cast 3 per cent of the last vote. 
The Australian law is a long one, 
for it covers an enormous field, 
but it is clear in its provisions, and it will be 
interesting to call attention to the se>tions 
upon which Mr. Carlisle’s attorney bases his 
opinion. Sec. 7 says: 

‘‘The certificate of nomination of a candi- 
date selected otherwise than by a convention 
of delegates shall be signed by electors resi- 
dent within thejdistrict or political division 
for which the candidate is presented toa 
number equal to 1 per cent of the entire vote 
cast at the last preceding general election in 
the State, the county or other division or dis- 
trict for which the nomination is made: Pro- 
vided, that the nuniber of signatures so re- 
quired shall not exceed 1,000 nor be less than 
fifty.’’ 

It is under that section that the fathers of 
the Independent movement are circulating 
the nominating petition which is beingso 
rapidly signed by earnest men of all classes. 
One section should be borne in mind, for it 
plays an important part in the discussion. It 
is sec. 6, which says: 

‘*The certification of nomination of acan- 
didate for office selected by any convention of 
delegates, as herein defined, shall be signed 
and executed by the presiding officer and 
secrétary of such convention.’’ 

WHAT THE OPINION I8 BASED ON. 

Now the section on which Mr. Carlisle’s at- 
torney bases his opinion reads thus: 

‘‘Sec, 9. No certificate of nomination shall 
contain the name of more than one candidate 
for each office to be filled. * * *’’ 

And yet it seems strange that there could 
be any doubt about this section. The Inde- 
pendent ticket does not name more than ofe 
nominee for one office. There are six vacant 
offices in the Council, and one mah is named 
for each, The fact that they are all upon one 
petition does not play any part. According 
to sec, 6, the presiding officer and 
secretary of a conven will file 
one certificate which will contain all the 
names of allthe candidates for the Council 
and all other offices. A separate certificate 
for each is not required and the law makes 
the certificate prepared by electors just like 
the certificate prepared by the officers of a 
convention, except that it must be signed 
differently. Comparing the two sections 
quoted above one can easily see thatif the 
electors must prepare a separate certificate 
for each man so must the convention. The 
law requires that not more than one nominee 
for each yg may be on cargo terns cer-

The lawthen makes it’ compulsory—for it 
says ‘‘shall’’—upon the Recorter to group 
under one head the candidates chosen by any 
convention or électors provided they are 
chosen as the law requires, and to print them 
on the ballot under a heading representing 
the ‘‘party or principle’’ which the candi- 
dates represent. 

THE PARTIES WILL FIGHT IT. 

Of course, it is expected that the parties 
will ight the movement. In fact, as one man 
said this morning, ‘‘The bosses are out al- 
ready with their clubs, looking for the move- 
ment to get a swipe at it.’’ But it is not to be 
supposed that the Recorder will throw any 
obstacles in the way. There is a reason be- 
hind the desire of the parties to compel the 
presentation of separate petitions for each 
Council nominee, The law requires that a 
notarial fee of 8 cents shall be paid 
for each name attested. If all 
six names are included On one 
petition, the attestation of the 500 names will 
cost $250, but if six certificates of 500 names 
each nave to be prepared the work will cost 
$1,500, which would swamp most ordinary in- 
dependent movements. Not this one, how- 
ever. So far from dying of such a disease, 
the inoculation of such a lymph will give it 
hew life. The courts will be appealed to, and 
in the meantime, as a matter of safety, the 
necessary steps towards securing representa- 
tion without question will be taken. 


Studying the Australian Law. 


Just howto selectthe candidates for the 
House of Delegates in the various wards Is at 
presenta matter of some anxiety to the Re- 
publican City Committee, and it might be 
added the Democratic organization 
as well, though the former is 
giving the subject more attention than 
the other. The members of both 
organizations are desirous of having the 
nominees selected by a direct vote atthe 
primaries, instead of going through the form- 
ality of holding conventions for each ward in 
the city. Some of the committeemen are of the 
opinion that to comply with the Australian 
law it will be necessary to hold a conven- 
tion for each ward, but there are oth- 
ers who take a contrary view. Last 
fallthe nominations of the candidates for 
Justice of the Peace and Constable were 
chosen direct at the polls and the nomina- 
tions certified to by the Central Committees. 
This was allowed by Recorder of Voters Wil- 
liams and itis argued that the nominations 
for the House of Delegates should be handled 
accordingly. Recorder Carlisle now has the 
question raised by the committeemen un- 
der consideration. 


Democratic Primary and Convention. 


The Democratic City Central Committee 
decided at its meeting last evening to hold 
the primaries Wednesday, the 18th inst., and 
the convention the day following. The can- 
didates for the House of Delegates will be 
chosen direct at the primaries and the 
Council nominations will be made in 
convention. The convention wili also elect a 
chairman of the City Oentral Oommittee 
to take the place of Recorder of Voters 
Carlisle, who resigned:to take the office he 
now holds. The committee has decided to 
give each candidate for the House of Delegates 
a representative at each polling place in all 
the wards where there are contests for such 
nominations. 

The committee will meet again next Tues- 
day to appoint the judges and clerks and des- 
ignate the polling places. 


The Labor Party. 


The Union Labor party has not as yet taken 
any action looking to an active participation 
in the April election. The party having 
failed to poll the fiecessary vote at the last 
election required by the Australian law, to 
give it space as such on the official ballot 
it will be necessary to nominate by petition 
the same ag the citizens’ movement, if the 
labor leaders care to fun any candidate. In 
the fall campaign the Labor party was badly 
split and little has since been done towards 
harmonizing the warring factions. The 
Trades and Labor Union is expected to take 
some action on this subject at its next meet- 
ing. 


Carondelet Wants Representation. 


The Carondelet people are in earnest in 
their demand for representation in the Coun- 
cil. The Democrats ofthat section are push- 
ing the claims of J. L. Hornsby and the Re- 
publicans have F.W. Mott and V. B.S. Reber. 
John Krauss was asked to make the race on 
the Republican ticket, but declined. Mott 
and Reber are both understood to be willing 
to run. 


WHITE SLAVERY IN AMERICA, 


The Strange Story Told by Miners in 
West Virginia. 

NEw YORK, March 4.—Seven Bohemians, 
who were sent from an employment agency 
in Greenwich street to labor on the railroad 
near the Pocahontas coal mines in West Vir- 
ginia, have written a letter to a Bohemian 
newspaper inthis city that is like a chapter 
from the blackest records of slavery. They 
arrived with immigrants of several other 
nationalities at Elkhorn, W. Va,, in the latter 
part of November, under the impression that 
they were to receive $1.25 a day and an al- 
lowance of $9 a month for board. They 
signed a paper, which was not read to them, 
but which bound them, they afterward found 
out, to servitude. Their letter reads as fol- 
lows: 

We were put off train at Norfolk after 
our arrival from New York and taken to 
Pocahontas. After leaving the train we were told 
that we would have to travel one day on foot,and that 
we would have to leave our trunks behind. Instead 
of traveling one day we traveled three. The cold was 
severe and most of our shoes gave way, so we Were 
almost footed. At Pocahontas we were joined by 
two youhg men who rode on mules and were heavily 
armed, The an carried a pistol in his hand. They 
compelled us atthe point of their weapons to wade 
through icy water. Those who objected were hit on 
the head. What ned to us after we reached 
our destination is. so dreadfal that it may 
seem incredible to you. We are heip- 
less here, as we are watched and 
guarded like prisoners. Wedid not get our trunks 
until a month after we got here and our bodies 
were covered with vermin. The food is always the 
samé—bittér black coffee and bacon three times a 
day. Whethers thanisiNornot makés no differ. 
ence to our masters. He must goto work. and when 


jhe is not able to work he is flogged until he is 


black and bive and told that he has signed the con- 
tract and must abide by ft. We have received no 
monéy and when we ask for it we are told that we 
owe $15 for railroad fare and $11 for board. At the 
store wé are charged double for what we get, so that 
some of us have debts amounting to $35. Our labor 
is in  Y¥ain, as it is; 

hungry, and our nights 

less because of the cold and dirt, 

at5in the morni 
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them. After this their coats were taken off and they 
were whipped until .they oh their knees for 
mercy, At night they were c ed together so they 
could not escape. When we asked about our trunks 
and received an unsa tory answet we refused to 
work. We were confronted with pistols and told that 
we would be shot down like dogs unless we resumed 
werk. We have sold like slaves. Isthere no 
help? Oh, if we could flee from here and save others 
from 4 similar fate! Pertiaps this letter may be pub-

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER BLOCKED BY 
ICE AT ELSAH. 


The Chicago Grant Locomotive Works— 
Adjudged Insane—OCollege Boys’ Pranks

ALTON, Ill., March 4.—The river here is full 
of ice to-day, and it is reported to be blocked 
at Elsah, about ten miles above this city. 
The steamer Altonian, which started to run 
between here and Missouri Point, has been 
laid up again. Tlie ice men say thata few 
more days of this kind of weather will give 
them ice. The steamer Spread Eagle 
is lying at the wharf here, 
for the river to get free of 
before startidg in the St. Louis, Alton and 
Grafton trade. The Illinois Glass Co. has now 
in full operation eight glass factories. Thg@ 
last one built, No. 8, was put into operation 
this morning. These eight factories give em- 
ployment to at least 1,700 people. Francis T. 
Root and Miss Mary Schallenberg, both of 
Fosterburg, were granted a marriage license 
yesterday. Nelson J. Keidel and Miss Lilis 
Howard, both of Melville, will be married 
this evening at Godfrey by Rev. O. C. Dick- 
erson. The Bluff Line switch into the yards 
of the Illinois Glassworks, about which there 
has been so much trouble, will be finished to- 
day. The Piasa Bluffs Improvement Co. are 
now buildingan inclined railway from the 
river up the bluffs to their new and com- 
modious summer hotel. This company has 
already expended $100,000 on improving this 
summer resort and propose to make it one of 
the finest resorts in the West. Hon. W. H. 
Mitchell of Chicago is in the city visiting 
friends. Mrs. John N. Drummond left for 
Hot Springs this morning, accompanied 
by _ Mrs. Stevens of st. Louis. 
Mrs. R. Hibbard of Springfield is visiting old 
friends here, Charles Surber of Litchfield is 
spending a few days here.

NOTES FROM NASHVILLE. 

NASHVILLE, Ill., March 4.—The Democratic 
County Central Committee meets here Satur- 
day to select six delegates and six alter- 
nates to the Judicial Convention at Centralia 
onthe 12th. The split in the Madison County 
Convention Monday, which resulted in the 
selection of two sets of delegates,is causing a 
good deal of worry and uneasiness to our local 
Democrats. The delegation from here will 
in all likelihood go uninstructed. For the 
Past ten days this locality has experienced 
more winter weather than all the rest of the 
winter months combined have furnished us, 
The wheat, notwithstanding all this, looks 
robust and healthy, and if it comes out 
at the end of this month uninjured, 
a fine crop will in all probabil- 
ity be harvested. The docket for the ap- 
proaching term of Circuit Court is very light, 
in fact it is stillsmaller than last term’s 
docket, which was the lightest had here for 
years. The building of the proposed Spring- 
field & Southern Rallroad from Springfield 
through this city to Duquoin is again being 
agitated. The line isa straight one between 
the points named and the securing of the 
right of way would be in consequence an easy 
matter. Miss Emma Schlileper left to-day 
for a two weeks’ visit to relatives in St. Louis. 
E. A. Patterson intends removing his hay 
press, etc., to East 8t. Louis this month, 
where he has already purchased property. 
This city can now boast of another industry, 
a firm of brickmakers having successfully 
demonstrated their ability to produce a hard 
brick suitable for street paving equal to the 
Decatur variety. The duck hunting season 
has opened but game is very scarce. iceis 
being shipped in here in large quantities 
from Wisconsin, The loss on the fine school 
building, which was entirely consumed by 
fine last month, has not yet been adjusted, 
and the matter may ultimately be taken into 
the courts.

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Verdi’s Great Mass Excellently Produced 
by the Choral-Symphony. 

The large assemblage which filled the audi 

toriumi of the Exposition Hall last night was 
ample proof how thoroughly the efforts of 
the Choral-Symphony Society are appreciated 
to cultivate a tastefor classical music. As 
the Christmas season has proved most ap- 
propriate for the production of Handel’s 
**‘Messiah,’’ sois also the Lent sedson most 
suita ble for the performance of such sacred 
music as fs consonant With the spirit of devo- 
tion practised by many of the Ohristian 
churches during the space of forty days. 
Verdi’s ‘‘Requiem’’ was the work chosen for 
this occasion a hd it proved a powerful means 
of attraction. The ‘‘Requiem,’’ asa mutsical 
composition, is generally performed in 
honor of some deceased person, 


novelists and poets; many of the sentiments 
contained in the poem appeal to the feelings 
even of those who are not adherents of the 
Catholic faith, for there are few Christian 
denominations which do not by some special 
services show their reverence for the mem- 
ory of the dead, This reverential spirit 
deeply manifested itself last night, for the 
closest attention was paid to the perform- 
ance, and the spirit of levity, which shows 
itself so often in ordinary concerts by whis- 
perings, was entirely banished. 

Verdi’s composition differs entirely from 
others of the same class;the spirit of devo- 
tion makes itself manifest from the very 
first. The voices, to a certain extent, are 
subordinate and the orchestra, in its melodi- 
ous treatment, predominates without ap- 
pearing aggressive. The solists engaged for 
the occasion were Mrs. Generva Johnustone- 
Bishop of Chicago, soprano; Mrs. Pauline 
Schuler-Boliman of St. Louis, alto; Mr. Whit- 
ney Mockridge of Chicago, tenor, and Mr, 
Wnai. M. Porteous of St. Louis, basso. Verdi 
ini composing this requiem made little effort 
to gratify the vanity of singers by giving 
them opportunities for the display of their 
voices; the spirit of the words seems to have 
been the only incentive which inspired him 
and to interpret the same he required artists 
of the highest training and natural abilities. 
The work of the soloists is so interwoven with 
the chorus and orchestra that it must be dealt 
with at its proper place. 

The intonation of the chorus in the first 
number was very unsteady and the voices 
were too powerful throughout; the orchestra 
played with great taste, but often entirely 
Overpowered the singers. The unaccom- 
panied fugato ‘‘Te decet hymnus’’ was well 
sung. The first impression of the tenor in the 
**Kyrie’’ was not very favorable; the voice, 
although of a pleasing quality, was too light. 
The bass and soprano was heard to better ad- 
vantage, while the rich tones of the alto rang 
out with telling effect; the following 
ensemble went very smoothly. The lengthy 
**Dies irw,’’ on which the composer seems to 
have devoted so much labor to invest it with 
interest, isone of the most powerful num- 
bers of the work. The opening phrase by the 
tenor and bass was not sufficiently prominent 
to make the effect the composer desired, who 
marked it fortissimo. Oonsidering that -all 
the chorus sang in unison ‘‘Quantus 
tremor,’’ the peculiar rhythm of the orches- 
tra did not make itself sufficiently manifest. 
The chorus ‘‘Tuba miram,’’ with the sweep- 
ing descending chromatic passages in the 
orchestra, went excellently. Mr. Porteous’ 
interpretation of the short bass solo, ‘‘Mors 
stupebit.’’ was not satisfactory, as 
he forced his voice in the lower 
notes, which became almost  indis- 
tinct. The declamatory utterance of the alto, 
‘*Liber scriptus proferetur,’’ were excel- 
lently given and the compass and richness of 
the voice was heard to advantage on the high 
F sharp and even onthe Afiat. The delivery 
of the whole aria was highly satisfactory, 
but the brass instruments were too powerful 
in the passage ‘‘Judex ergo.’’ The trio, 
‘*Quid sum miser,’’ deserves special praise 
both tenor and soprano vied with each other, 
the latter being heard to great perfection in 
the high Bnatural. The opening phrase of 
the bass, ‘‘Rex tremend#,’’ was good, 
but the following low notes were 
entirely lost; in the ensemble the ‘solo voices 
blended admirably with the chorus and or- 
chestra; it was towards the end when Mrs. 
Johnstone-Bishop was able to display the 
high C above all the rest. The duet ‘‘Re- 
cofdare’’ between soprano and alto was sung 
with great pathos. Mr. Mockridge scored a 
great triumph in ‘‘Qui Mariam;’’ the same 
comp)liment is due to Mr. Porteous in the 
solo ‘‘Ora supplex,’’ the upper range of his 
voice and the cantabile style being evidently 
the best under control. The ‘‘Lachrymosa’’ 
produceda fine effect, the solo voices and 
chorus blending admirably; the unison pas- 
sages of the male voices were excellent. 

The offertory, ‘‘Domine Jesu,’’ gave all the 
soloists admirable opportunity to display 
their voices to greatest advantage; the long 
sustained sound of the soprano showed ex- 
cellent method.

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FIGHT DECLARED OFF. 


DECISION oF THE CALIFORNIA CLUB IN 
THE LA BLANCHE-MITCHELL FAKE. 


The Marine and His Seconds Barred From 
the Club—Maud 8. to Be Bred Into a 
Spavined Family—Latest News of the 
Base Ball Muddle. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 4.—The direc- 
tors of the California Athletic Olub held a 
meeting last hight to consider the award of 
the victory in the recent fight between Peter 
Herget, known as ‘‘ Young Mitchell,’’and Geo. 
La Blanche, ‘‘the Marine.’’ Charges have 
been made thatthe fight was sold. The di- 
rectors decided that the fight was not to the 
satisfaction of the club and declared it off 
and barred La Blanche and his seconds from 
further appearance in the ring. The ques- 
tion of compensation to Mitchell will be con- 
sidered at a further meeting. 


The following extract from the San Fran- 
cisco Call concerning the fight will prove in- 
teresting reading: ‘‘George La Blanche was 
given a tropical reception when he was about 
to leave the ring at the California Olub after 
being ‘knocked out’ by young Mitcheil. The 
instant he left his chair a grand chorus of 
voices arose from the 700 members, each one 
crying ‘Fake! fake! fake! Youcur! You scoun- 
drel!’ The Marine hung his head in shame as 
he walked with firm step, accompanied by 
his assistants, across the fring and to 
his dressing-room, where, itis said,a tele- 
gram from Boston awaited him, which read: 
‘Have .heard that you have agreed to go out; 
ifso, your name isdone for here.’ It was 
noticed that ‘the Marine’s right fist, which 
has done stich excellent execution in the past, 
went over Mitchell’s shoulder when it proba- 
bly could have landed on the latter’s jaw or 
neck. Truc it is that La Blanche landed 
some stiff body blows at close range, and 
during some heated spells of fighting he 
punched the Oalifornian pretty heavily, 
but the manner in which the Marine went 
out in the middle of the twelfth round from 
a straight left hand punch in the neck, 
Jmmediately under the right ear, created 
a howl from at least three-quarters of 
those present, who did not at all hesitate to 
say that the ‘knockout,’ so faras La Blanche 
Was concerned, wasa fake of the most pal- 
pable kind. When George Augustus received 
the punch he dropped tothe floor and rolled 
over on his hands and feet. The way in 
Which ‘the roll’ wasexecuted did not look 
/ as if ‘the downed giadiator’ was unconsciotis 
and unable to regain his pins at a moment’s 
notice, but nota move higher than the posi- 
tion he had taken on his hands and feet, as if 
he was intent on playingleap frog, did George 
La Blanche execute. 

‘*‘When the number ‘10’ was called ‘the 
Marine’s’ seconds ran across the ring and 
*assisted’ the muchly knocked-out fighter to 
regain his equilibrium. It did not take many 


seconds to bring him to consciousness, but’ 


the jeers and shouts of disapprobation which 
rang in his ears must have given him to un- 
derstand that he has still to learn how to bea 
good actor. So far as Mitchell was concerned 
he seemed to do his best to win, and madea 
good fight up to the time his opponent took to 
the boards.’’ 
WANT SPARRING PERMITTED. 

A petition has been sent to the Legislature 
by the Missouri Gymnasium and Athletic 
Club asking that the law prohibiting sparring 
in public be amended soasto permit ama- 
teurs to spar with. eight-ounce gloves. A 
law discriminating between amateurs and 
professionals cannot be passed by the Legis- 
lature and made operative, as it would be 
class legislation, and therefore illegal. If 
amateurs are permitted to spar in 
public professionals cannot be stopped. 
However there is undoubtedly a strong senti- 
ment here in favor of permitting boxing, 
both amateur and professional, where it does 
not partake of the nature ofafight. This is 
about the only large city in America where 
boxing is prohibited altogether, and asa re- 
sult the leading fighters of the world are 
rarely ever seen here. These men travel 
around with sparring parties giving exhibi- 
tions in various cities, and inan exhibition 
of the kind which they give there is no more 
harm than in a theatrical performance. It is 
@ mere entertainment, andas the men have 
to appear nightly they cannot afford to punch 
each other hard, sothat the set-tos were al- 
ways very mild. In New York, Philadelphia, 
Chicago and othercities they even permit 
men to meet all comers with the idea of stop- 
ping them ina few rounds, but in St. Louis 
menare not even permitted to put up their 
hands to spar in public. This is why the heart 
of the St. Louis sport is heavy and sad. 


BASE BALL. 

Everything that has transpired during the 
past week in base ball circles has increased 
the gap between the two major leagues, and 
whatever chances there might have beer for 
the patching up of a truce have vanished and 
now it is war to the bitter end, says the Phila- 
delphia Press. Had anything like cool judg- 
ment prevailed all this might possibly have 
been averted and the ruinous experi- 
ences Of last season would not be re- 
peated. All the blame for this state of 
affairs must rest on the National League,and 
it will be upon it that the weight of public 
condemnation will fall. They unwarrant- 
ably provoked the fight by failing, as they 
have many times before, to keep the solemn 
obligations of a promise by which they 
gained theirends, True, there is nothing to 
show this, but no one who was at the New 
York meetings will forone moment question 
that such were the conditions upon which 
peace was fixed up. In fact, many of the 
League officials themselves have admitted 
guch to be the case.

By the Association break- 
ing away from the national agreement the 
playeris relilevedof this respoasibility. <As 
his responsibility is decreased and not in- 
creased by the action of the Association in 
withdrawing from the nationalagreement,the 
contract cannot be effected so far as the 
player is concerned. Itisas binding on him 
as it ever was, and the National League well 
knows this, but are endeavoring to make 
things as unpleasant as possible for us. If 
by withdrawing from the national agree- 
ment we added any to the responsibility of 
the players under our contract then the 
point which the League makes would have 
some Weight, but any man who knows the 
first principle of law knows there 
is nothing in the claims that 
body is now making that our contracts are 
invalid. Nomatter what the League may do 
in the way of inducing our players to jump 
their contracts we shall not be guilty of any 
such practices with their men. We do not 
intend to honor the reserve rule, of course, 
and in this we will be upheld by the people, 
who have always been opposed to it, but the 
Association will not tolerate signing players 
who have already contracted forthe season. 
And there are a number of them 
ready to Jump the League if we will consent 
tosignthem. The League is making its fight 
in Louisville and Columbus, and they hope to 
break up those clubs by signing their players, 
but they will fail in their purpose. They 
have been singled out as the two weakest 
clubs.

COUNTERFEIT DOLLARS, 


THE FEDERAL GRAND-JURY NOTIFIED 
THAT MANY ARE BEING CIRCULATED. 


Efforts to Be Made to Find Out Where 
the Spurious Coins Oome From—The 
Method of Investigation to Be Pur 
sued—The Grand-Jury. 


‘‘Theré is a sudden influx of counterfeit 
silver dollars into St. Louis from some secret 
source,’’ said United States District Attorney 
Reynolds at the door of the District Court 
room, where the Federal Grand-jury was in 
session this morning. ‘‘There are so mary 
complaints coming into my office from people 
who have been victimized that vigorous ac- 
tion of some sort has got to be taken, and I’m 
going to take it while the present Federal 
Grand-jury is sitting.’’ 

AN UNUSUAL METHOD OF PROCEDURE. 

The line of action decided upon by the 
United States District Attorney is a novel one 
and is likely to cause some rather startling 
developments. It will be an instance of 
‘‘tracing’’ the course of a counterfeit coin by 
compelling people who have passed it to 
account for how it came into their pos- 
session to a Grand-jury, and 60 
bringing clew after clew to light 
until suspicion of the guilty parties 
is first aroused and then justified by the con- 
tinued investigation. The final result is 
likely to be the discovery of a sensational 
case of local counterfeiting. 

‘*All the complaints are of counterfeit sil- 
ver dollars,’’ said Mr. Reynolds, ‘‘and in 
that way the matter should be more easily 
investigated. ‘The counterfeit coinis a very 
poor specimen of work, crudely executed and 
of light weight. The peculiar injustice of the 
cases reported to my office, and which 
I shall bring before the present 
Grand-jury, lies In the following facts: 
‘*The people upon whom they have been 
passed are of the poorer laboring classes, and 
received the counterfeit money either in 
change front small grocery stores in Bouth 
and North St. Louls, orin payment for work 
done by them for private parties. After dis- 
covering that the coins are counter- 
feit they find that the parties 
who passed it deny that they did so, 
and refuse to make it good. One in- 
stance coming before me is that ofa laborer 
who received $1.10 for some hauling done for 
aman inthe southern partofthecity. The 
dollar was counterfeit,and the laborer lost the 
amount because the man who paid it to him 
protested that he had given him a good coin, 
and refused to redeem the cotinterfeit. 
Another caseis thatof woman who made 
some purchases at a little store near the 
Union Market and received one of the counter- 
feit dollars in change. She had the same ex- 
perience as the laborer. 

‘*‘Now, there isa way toremedy this in- 
justice and perhaps at the same ‘time 
get a clew as to where all these 
counterfeit silver dollars come from. 
The remedy is by summoning these people 
whoare known to have passed the counter- 
feits and have them testify before the Grand- 
jury, tothe best of their knowledge, how 
they came into possession of the spurious 
money. As they refuse to make good the 
counterfeits when the complainants are posi- 
tiveasto having received the money from 
them, a complaint holds good against them, 
and they can be forced to testify, and also to 
refund the money due to complainants. I 
shall make an example of several of these 
people, and the mystery of the source of this 
sudden supply of counterfeit coin will also be 
looked into.’’

THE TWO BIG DEPOTS. 


SOME INFORMATION ABOUT THE PRO- 
JECTED GREAT STRUCTURES. 


The Ground or Track Plans Will Give the 
Union Depot Co. More Trouble Than 
Anything Else—The Plans of the ser: 


chants’ Terminal Association. Pe 


There are now in the course of develop- 
ment plans for two depots which, if built ac- 


cording to the outlines which have been laid | 


down by their projectors, will be first-class 
in every respect. The first is the Union pas- 
senger depot, of which so much has been 
said of late, and the other the Merchants’ 
Terminal Depot, the site of which is now a 
subject of discussion in the Municipal Assem- 
bly. The Union Depot is now entirely in the 
hands of the company which secured the or- 
dinance. The city is waiting for them 
to submit plans and announce their 
intentions. In the second case the 
whole matter hinges upof the granting of 


permission by the city for laying a track 


across Third street at or near.O’Fallon street. 

The progress of the Union Depot has so far 
been steady and unobstructed by anything 
but the natural difficulties. 

Hubert Taussig, chief engineer for the 
Union Depot Co. of St. Louis, is hard at work 
on the ground plans of the new depot. The 
lay of the tracks is being considered, this be- 
ing a very important factor in the work. 
Within two weeks from this date he will pre- 
sent his report to the new Board of Dii- 
rectors of the company chosen yesterday 
afternoon. The time givenin the ordinance 
recently passed for the commencing of work |, 
makes it necessary that he push his part of 
the work to rapid completion, as it may take 
some time for the directors to satisfy them- 
selves with the plans presented. Ali this 
must be done in the short space of four 
months after the passage of the ordinance. 
It will be seen that all yard, switching and 
entrance and standing trackage must be ar- 
ranged for before the architects can be given 
an idea of what is wanted in the structure 
proper, which is regarded in company circies 
as a secondary consideration. The very difmfi- 
cult task of assigning the tracks according to 
the amount of space at disposal is one that 
must be battled with and conquered before 
another step is taken. These are the ideas 
presented by President Taussig in a talk this 
afternoon whilethe new directors and Presi- 
dent were being electe@ at the company’s of- 
fice at the St. Louls approach tothe St. Louis 
bridge. The meeting was a quiet, feature- 
less one, and the stockholders were princi- 
cipally represented by proxies. A full vote, 
however, was polled, 

UNION DEPOT PLANS. 

Mr. Wm. Taussig, in speaking of the depot 
to-day, saidthat now the ordinance asked 
had been passed with the only serious objec- 
tion owing to the short time allowed, his 
company will push their part of the contract 
toward completion as fast as possible. 

‘*‘In fact,’’ remarked Mr. Taussig, ‘‘it is 
necessary for usto rush. Four months is an 
extremely short time in which to doall the 
ground work for such a mammoth under- 
taking. Whenthe yard plans are completed 
the work will have been fairly commenced, 
and architects can be engaged to get to work 
on the plans for the building proper. The 
tracks must bea arranged exactly so there 
will not even be a possibility of delay 
in moving trains when the depot} 
facilities are thrown open to the use 
of the public. Wemust consider the room 
that we have at our disposal, and the number 
of tracks that must be placed upon this space. 
In other words, we must get all the acommo- 
dations possible out of our opportunities. A 
miscalculation at the beginning would make 
worry and bother continually, and probably 4 
the error could not be corrected even by the 
expenditure of a large sum of money. his ts 
the reason that I say the time is sho But 
once Mr. Hubert Taussig can _ satisfy 
himself that he has the plans on 
which the necessary tracks can be laid 
and used, and the directors accept the same, 
there will be little trouble in proceeding. It 
will be an easy matter tomake the building 
fit the trackage, but it would be another 
matter to make the tracks fit the building. If 
people grow inclined to think that there is 
unnessary delay, they should remember these 
facts and not expect ustorush right in and 
probably ruin the whole structure for future 
use or necessitate the useless expenditure of 
a large sum of money.’’ 

OF WHAT ARCHITECTURAL STYLE. 

‘¢What style of architecture will, in your 
opinion, be chosen?’’ he was asked. 

‘*‘Thatisa hard matter to decide, as the 
plans best suited to the city and conditions 
will most likely be accepted, little attention 
being paid to the outside appearance. Of 
course it will be desirable to have a presenta- 
bie structure, butI mean that appearances 
will be a secondary consideration. It can be 
assured, however, thatno plans will be ac- 
cepted of which any St. Louis citizen would 
be ashamed, but on the contrary we will pro- 
vide a depot which they will be able to point 
to with pride. Wedonot expect to imitate 
any of the great depots in the country, 
but will try to get up something as original 
as possible, yet containing all the ac- 
commodation features for which several rail. 
way depots in the country are famous. There 
is no question, but that we will be*ready to 
proceed with the work on time, as we are not 
at all anxious to lose any of the rights with 
which we have been so lately endowed. The 
engineers’ work has been found to contain 
many complications, which must be adjusted 
before any further proceedings are taken. As 
soon as the tangle is _ satisfactorily 
straightened we will call a directors’ meeting 
and proceed to the consideration ofthe sub- 
ject. There will be no unnecessary delay, 
only necessary caution,.’’ 

In speaking of Mr. Taussig’s uneasiness 
over the shortness of the time allowed in 
which to submit plans, a member of the 
Board of Public Improvements said: ‘‘Mr. 
Taussig need not feel uneasy on that score. 
He can submit a rough draft to us of the 
ground plan and explain matters; then the 
board will gladly extend the time.’’ 

THE MERCHANTS’ TERMINAL DEPOT. 

Astothe other depot, the plan is now to 
erect a handsome freight depot on the trian- 
gular plece of ground bounded by Broadway, 
Third, Carr and O’Fallon streets, formerly 
known asthe Round-top Market. The com- 
pany has practically agreed to 
spend $500,000 on the building and 
so construct it asto afford the least incon- 
venience and the greatest facilities. The 
matter was up before the Council Committee 
on Railroads last night andon Thursday the 
plans of the company will be forthcoming for 
the criticism of the opposition.
